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Investigation continues into Bergen Rd. blaze

Fire officials continue to investigate whether main¬ 
tenance on a section of railroad track was responsible 
for a large grass fire last Thursday that had Didsbury 
officials preparing for a possible evacuation. 

Members from four fire departments, including 
Didsbury, Carstairs, Cremona and Olds, descended 
upon the fire which scorched a large field north of 
Didsbury. 

Town officials from Didsbury were put on alert for a 
possible town evacuation when the fire threatened to 
spread into town limits. 

Units were called to battle the fire located out in the 
area of Bergen Road, between Didsbury and Olds in 
the early afternoon. 

Train tracks through the area were closed to traffic 


and neighbouring fire departments were put on stand¬ 
by for mutual aid as the magnitude of the fire used up 
area resources. 

Mutual aid was called in to attend to another fire 
call east of Olds while resources were employed at the 
Bergen Road area fire. 

Didsbury’s Municipal Clerk, Luana Smith, confirmed 
that the hospital and Aspen Ridge Lodge had been put

on standby and an emergency evacuation centre had 
been set up at the Didsbury Memorial Complex. 

High winds, the highest for the month of November 
so far, at 76 km/hr fanned the flames. 

Tony Martens, Emergency Municipal Management 
Director for Mountain View County, said the fire had 
reached “about half a mile south of Bergen Road," 
before it was brought under control shortly after 3 
p.m. 

“I think putting those places on standby was a good 
idea just for the smoke that would affect the seniors 
and the youth." 

Though authorities believe the fire was the result of 
work being done on the railroad lines earlier in the 
day, nothing has been confirmed yet. 

A fire ban throughout Mountain View County was 
still in effect yesterday as a precaution, despite snow¬ 
fall on the weekend.

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What Alberta livestock producers need to know about... 


Alberta Farm Recovery Plan 
(AFRP) II Benefit Requirements 

As part of the Alberta government's plan to assist the livestock industry, 
a second benefit to producers will be available in early 2009. 

To receive the second benefit, all livestock producers and feedlots 
should meet the following new requirements: 

Livestock producers - By January 1, 2009: 

• You will need to update your current premises identification 
information or apply for a new premises identification number if you 
don't have one. 

• A new application form will be mailed to you only if you received the 
first AFRP II benefit. 

• The application will include a declaration and authorization for 
Agricultural Financial Services Corporation (AFSC) and Alberta 
Agriculture and Rural Development (ARD) to verify your information. 
Your information will be kept private and protected. 

Cow-calf producers - By January 1, 2009: 

• Age verify your 2008 calf crop by entering birth dates for all calves 
born in 2008 in the CCIA database. Additional assistance will be 
available to help you enter birth dates in the system. 

Feedlot operators - Starting January 1, 2009: 

• Beginning January 1, 2009, all feedlots will be required to record 
animals as they arrive and report cattle move-in information to 
the CCIA within seven days. 

• The CCIA tag number for each animal arriving and leaving the 
feedlot (not going to slaughter) must be reported to the CCIA 
within seven days 

Forms will be available at all AFSC and ARD offices throughout 
Alberta. If you have questions or need assistance, please contact the 
Ag-lnfo Centre at 310-FARM or on-line at www.agric.gov.ab.ca.

Garbage officials are 
advocating vigilence in 
properly disposing of haz¬ 
ardous waste after a dan¬ 
gerous discovery in an 
unlikely place last week.

Local mail delivery 
not expected to be 
disrupted over strike

Didsbury residents aren’t expected to 
have a mail delivery disruption as the 
holiday season approaches despite 
Public Service Alliance of Canada work¬ 
ers walking off the* job yesterday. 

On Friday, PSAC served a 72-hour 
strike notice to Canada Post 
Corporation to protest against the cor¬ 
poration’s efforts to impose a new short¬ 
term disability system, which was 
rejected by almost nine out of 10 of 
those employees. 

Negotiations remain at an impasse. 
The collective agreement between PSAC 
and Canada Post expired on August 31, 
2008. The union served the employer a 
notice to bargain on May 1, 2008 and the 
negotiations began on June 4, 2008. 

PSAC also filed complaints of unfair 
labour practice against Canada Post 
Corporation for circulating false infor¬ 
mation amongst its employees regarding 
the negotiations with the PSAC and for 
disregarding provisions of the Canada 
Labour Code. 

The strike by Canada Post support 
staff was set to begin yesterday; infor¬ 
mation picket lines had started early 
Monday morning in Ontario, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and 
Newfoundland. 


“Our members voted 88 per cent in 
favour of strike action because they 
don’t want the new short term disability 
system,” said PSAC National President, 
John Gordon. “They just want to pro¬ 
tect tin* sick leaves and family leaves 
they have acquired in the past,” he 
added. 

The strike is not expected to affect 
any of the mail handlers throughout 
Canada and as Didsbury’s post office is 
comprised of only mail handlers, mail 
operations will proceed as usual. 

But Gordon said PSAC members at 
Canada Post could count on the support 
of all their PSAC brothers and sisters 
across the country. There are approxi¬ 
mately 2,400 PSAC members working at 
Canada Post. Their strike, he said, 
would have an impact on mail delivery 
in Canada. 

In defence of the planned strike, 
Gordon explained that members have 
considered the strike option only 
because they have been pushed to the 
wall. 

“Our ultimate goal has always been to 
negotiate a contract before we would 
have to go to the picket line,” said 
Gordon. “Management at Canada Post 
Corporation has to learn that they can¬ 
not unilaterally impose working condi¬ 
tions to its workers without negotiating 
with the union first," he said.

Tltc Didsbury Ag Society 
is plotting its future to hold 
onto ;ui annual provincial 
grant which supports its 
continued operations.

It will be dependent on 
what the province decides 
after receiving the society’s 
business plan. 

Richmond said the society 
will basically take what they 
can get. 

The business plan 
requires the ag society to 
show what the provincial 
funding will bo put towards. 
Society members kicked off 
the process last Monday 
night night with an informal 
discussion on possible 
events the society could get 
involved with. 

Although many ideas 
were passed around includ¬ 
ing holding a winter festival 
weekend and music festi¬ 
vals, the lack of volunteers 
was cited as an issue in 
these endeavours. 

Though there are many 
who are anxious and excit¬ 
ed to help out, ag society 
officials say often there are 
not enough volunteers to 
help and those who are vol¬ 
unteering will get over¬ 
worked. 

The ag society feels that 
coming together as a com¬ 
munity could Ik' a benefit in 
solving the shortage of vol¬ 
unteers, not just for them 
but for other groups as well,

Say no to 
auto bailout

The federal and Ontario governments are contemplat¬ 
ing a billion dollar bailout for the Big Three automakers: 
(ieneral Motors, Ford and Chrysler. This, we are told, 
will protect jobs and presumably keep these companies 
from turning off the lights, boarding up the windows and 
sending everyone from the CEO to the worker on the 
shop floor home with pink slips. Not so fast. 

The Canadian Taxpayers Federation - long opposed to 
business handouts - just released documents showing 
that in the past five years alone, the Big Three have 
received or been promised $782-million from taxpayers. 
Yes, in good times and now presumably in bad times, the 
auto sector’s thirst for tax dollars is never fully quenched. 

The demand for handouts has occurred as regularly as 
these same companies have shed shifts and jobs. In 
January, 2006, Ford announced massive lay-offs through¬ 
out North America, including up to 2,300 jobs in Canada. 
This came on the heels of General Motors’ notice to 
restructure its workforce and lay off some 1,000 workers 
in ()ntario. 

More recently in early September, Ford cut 500 jobs in 
Oakville, while just this month, General Motors 
announced plans to eliminate another 2,(i00 jobs in 
Oshawa and plans to close down a transmission plant in 
Windsor. Any more subsidies and soon the entire indus¬ 
try will be out of work. 

For the Big Three, trouble has been brewing for some 
time. No doubt, overly generous labour contracts and 
hefty executive compensation have been contributing 
factors. Yet, that one major ingredient to the success or 
failure of any firm in a market economy is also at play: 
Car-buyers prefer the competition. 

Premier Dalton McGuinty recently noted that the 
Honda Civic is the number one-selling car in Canada. 
His solution? “I'd like to get a Ford Civic equivalent 
and a GM Civic equivalent and a Chrysler equivalent," he 
said. 

In this environment, Canada would presumably have 
four “number one” selling cars. Call it “McGuinty- 
nomics.” 

That would be the same McGuinty-nomics that hand¬ 
ed over tax dollars to develop the gas-guzzling Camaro 
and a year later handed over more tax dollars to develop 
fuel efficient “green” vehicles. This would be the same 
McGuinty-nomics that provided more than $352 million 
to the Big Three to secure jobs in a sector that shed well 
over 6,000 in the same period. The only thing more ill 
conceived than the management of these companies is 
government policy. If subsidies created jobs every auto 
worker would have two by now. 

If governments continue to shore-up the ailing auto 
industry expect other industries - from textiles to aero¬ 
space - to come cap-in-hand pleading the case for how 
“special" their industry is and how worthy it is for hand¬ 
outs. This nonsense has to end. 

The only role for government is to offer an even play¬ 
ing field through low taxes and modest regulation to all 
firms and sectors. Expecting the public - and profitable 
companies - to prop up unprofitable and poorly man¬ 
aged companies in perpetuity is bad for both taxpayers 
and long term economic prosperity. It is especially bad 
for workers who are given false hope about the stability 
of their incomes and futures. 

If the Harper and McGuinty governments do cave to 
demands from the Big Three, does anyone take seriously 
the idea that they won’t be back for more three months 
from now, six months front now? Changes in the econo¬ 
my are never easy or without displacement; but we are 
fooling ourselves and helping no one by interfering in the 
industry’s ability to restructure itself to one day become 
profitable again

Way to go water commission members

Board members of the Mountain 
View Regional Water Services 
Commission did a good thing last 
week. 

They protected the lifeblood of the 
towns of Olds, Bowden, Carstairs, 
Didsbury, Crossfield, and lntiisfail. 

Not necessarily because they 
rejected an application by Mountain 
View County for membership on 
their board (the jury may still be out 
on that) and a say in the governance 
of the area’s water system, but 
because they did their water com¬ 
mission jobs faced with conflicting 
interests. 

Six people - one municipal council¬ 
lor each from Olds, Bowden, 
Didsbury, Innisfail, Crossfield, and 
Carstairs - as well as an independent 
administrator govern the entire sys¬ 
tem that supplies water to each of 
those member municipalities and a 
handful of private customers. 

Last Wednesday, board members 
had to choose a hat to wear - 
councillor or water commission 
member. 

You see, several members were 
placed in a very precarious situation. 

Would they vote in favour or 
against the addition of Mountain 
View County as a member because 
they felt it was in the best interest of 
the water commission and those 
they represent by wearing their 
water commission hat? 

Or would they vote bast'd on the 
fact that their respective councils 
have signed an intermunicipal devel¬ 
opment agreement with Mountain 
View County that said they would 
support a membership application 
should one be made? A fad by the 
way, that Mountain View County 
chose to highlight when it made the 
information public last year. 

A case for changing the water com¬ 
mission structure to an arm’s-length 


organization could be made here, in 
light of these same questions sure to 
have gone through the minds of 
some of the water commission 
members. 

But what also has to be considered 
is the fact that carte blanche support 
for Mountain View County’s water 
commission membership was given 
by councils, not knowing what the 
circumstances would be at the time 
the application would actually he 
considered. 

When the memorandums of under¬ 
standing for the intermunicipal 
development agreements were 
signed last year, the communities on 
the line were not in a permanent 
water restriction as they are now, 
and reportedly will be until the line 
is twinned. 

Yet, at least one mayor said in the 
last few weeks before the commis¬ 
sion was to vote on the membership, 
that support would be given because 
they agreed to it in their intermunic¬ 
ipal development agreement with 
the county. 

The intermunicipal development 
agreements signed by the county and 
Olds, Didsbury, and Carstairs were 
developed to find a mutually agree¬ 
able way for each to grow - namely 
annexation by the urbans. 

Those agreements - which include 
the carte blanche support for water 
commission membership - were 
signed after the county’s application 
for water board membership was 
made last year. 

‘Yeah, whatever,’ you may say. Big 
deal.’ But it is a big deal no matter 
which way you look at it. 

The board’s policy states no new 
members - just customers, and is 
designed to protect the governance 
of the water distribution system. 
Membership means a vote on the 
board. The board would have had to 
change its policy first in order to 
consider the county’s application. 


This also would have been the first 
‘rural’ voice on the board. Mountain 
View County turned down the 
opportunity to be a member of the 
board when the province turned 
over operations of the system to 
municipalities in 1993. It was the 
urban municipalities which took it 
over and made it what it is today. 

Rural interests are different than 
urban when it comes to water use - 
industrial and agriculture compared 
with primarily residential and 
commercial. 

And that very basic difference will 
become even more obvious as the 
urban centres and the rural munici¬ 
pality push forward with their own 
plans for future prosperity. 

Like most other areas in the 
province, urban centres within 
Mountain View County have signed 
intermunicipal development 

agreements giving each other the 
right to grow and prosper in their 
own agreed upon way. 

Water of course, and the province’s 
dwindling supply, plays into the suc¬ 
cess of those plans in a big way. 

Some say love makes the world go 
round. But any developer, municipal 
council, farmer or resident will tell 
you that without water, not even that 
seed stands a chance. 

Of course Mountain View County 
has the right to the opportunity for a 
sustained water supply to secure its 
future success and a say in how that 
is managed. 

But the management of this life- 
sustaining, community-building 
lifeblood is not something to be 
bartered for in some agreement 
which takes the decision making out 
of the hands of those who are actual¬ 
ly tasked with making it. 

And it is for that reason that the 
water commission’s decision - by a 
vote of 5 to 1 against allowing 
Mountain View County in as a 
member - was the right one. 
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Market downturn offers local opportunities

While the Canadian economy is expected to lag 
behind what it was earlier this summer for the foresee¬ 
able future, it isn't expected to dip to the depths seen 
in the United States, says a local investment advisor. 

Debbie Packer of BMO Nesbitt Burns told a group at 
the Olds and District Chamber of Commerce monthly 
meeting on Wednesday that while the situation is dim¬ 
mer than it has been in quite some time, the rules gov¬ 
erning the banking system in Canada will partially 
insulate the country from the meltdown that has taken 
place in the United States and Europe. 

She said unlike the United States, where there were 
few rules governing leveraged mortgages, Canadian 
homebuyers of modest means have their mortgages 
insured by the Canadian Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation. 

At the height of the crisis in the U S. potential home- 
buyers were securing homes that were up to six times 
homeowners’ annual incomes. 

Adding to the difficulty, credit dried up and equity 
markets collapsed. 

On the bright side, central banks around the world 
have begun pouring trillions of dollars into the system 
in an attempt to restore confidence in the economy 
and equity markets. The Bank of Canada has respond¬ 
ed to the situation by cutting interest rates by 75 basis 
points recently and could cut them again by up to 25 
points in December.

‘Weed and feed’ to be turfed 

I )i<isburians may want to start looking for alternatives 
to tend to their lawns as the province moves forward with 
a ban on products like the ever-popular weed and feed. 

A new ban on herbicide-fertilizer combination products 
in Alberta will help protect the quality of water down¬ 
stream of urban areas, say government officials.. 

As of January 1, 2010 herbicide-fertilizer combination 
products will no longer be sold in Alberta, the province 
announced last week. 

Products intended for spot application to weeds will 
still be available for sale and use. 

“We need to take steps wherever possible to protect and 
preserve the quality of Alberta's rivers and lakes," said 
Alberta Environment Minister Rob Renner. “By eliminat¬ 
ing products that encourage mass application we will 
reduce the amount of chemical run-off in our waterways.” 

A chemical used in herbicide-fertilizer combination 
products, such as weed and feed, has been found to be 
highly mobile and commonly appears in water down¬ 
stream of municipalities. 

This occurs when excess chemical runs off lawns into 
stonn drainage systems and is deposited into creeks and 
rivers. 

More than 10 times the required amount of pesticide can 
be applied to lawns when weed and feed is used. 

The decision to ban weed and feed will not impact the 
agriculture sector or the landscaping industry since these 
products are almost exclusively used on homeowners’ 
lawns, according to provincial officials. 

The regulat ion of pesticide use is typically the responsi¬ 
bility of Health Canada’s Pest Management Regulatory 
Agency. 

Currently, the average amount of 2,4-1) in surface water 
dow nstream of Alberta municipalities is below the recom¬ 
mended federal threshold. By banning weed ;md feed, 
government officials say Alberta is taking a proactive 
stance to eliminate opportunities for additional unwanted 
substances to enter our waterways. 

“This is a simple measure that Albertans can take to 
curb the amount of chemicals entering our water,” said 
Renner. 

This action supports Alberta’s Water for Life Strategy 
and is another way that Albertans can commit to One 
Simple Act to improve the well-being of the environment. 

New beverage container 
recycling plan 

Residents should already be seeing the impacts of a 
recent change to the province’s beverage container recy¬ 
cling program intended to encourage Albertans to return 
more of their empties. 

The deposits on all beverage containers, including milk 
containers, increased to 10 cents Novemember 1 for con¬ 
tainers one litre and under and 25 cents for containers 
greater than one litre. This is the first deposit increase in 
over 20 years. 

The change affects all containers currently accepted at 
Alberta bottle depots, including pop, juice, beer, wine and 
spirit containers. 

As well, the new regulations will make Alberta the first 
province in Canada to accept all milk cartons at bottle 
depot locations. 

The deposit and option to return milk containers to 
Alberta bottle depots comes into effect June 1, 2009. Milk 
containers will continue to be recycled through communi¬ 
ty recycling programs until then. 

“Every beverage container in this province can be recy¬ 
cled into new and useful products," said Environment 
Minister Rob Renner. “Picture the plastic milk container 
in your fridge as a fleece jacket and the glass juice con¬ 
tainer as the insulation in your home.” 

With an average of two billion beverage containers sold 
in Alberta yearly, 500 million containers are not returned 
to a bottle depot for recycling. As part of the provincial 
Too Good to Waste strategy, Alberta’s goal is to increase 
recycling rates to 85 per cent or higher, up from the cur¬ 
rent rate of 75 per cent. 

“The 85-per-cent return rate is going to require coopera¬ 
tion and partnerships with all the stakeholders," said Ross 
Risvold, chair of the Beverage Container Management 
Board. “1 hope to establish real partnerships where pro¬ 
grams to increase return rates are jointly developed with 
collection agents, the Alberta Bottle Depot Association, 
and the Beverage Container Management Board."

Town plans for pandemic

In case of a pandemic emergency, the town of Didsbury 
now has a Business Continuity for Pandemic Plan’ in 
place to ensure things run smoothly. 

The purpose of the plan is to provide for the continua¬ 
tion of critical and vital municipal functions and recovery 
of services that were suspended in the event of a business 
disniption, in particular in the event of a pandemic 
influenza. 

“This is a business continuity plan and what this pro¬ 
vides us Ls a template on how we conduct business when 
we are faced with serious staff shortages in case of a pan¬ 
demic’ says Derek Sutherland, Deputy Director of 
Municipal Emergency Management. 

The plan is a 130-page document comprised of‘individ¬ 
ual department plans’ dealing with but not limited to 
emergency services such as fire protection and policing. 

Sutherland said “we're expected to function regardless 
of whether or not we have sufficient staff to function.. so 
if we’re down 60 percent of our staff what this says...it 
identifies here what have to run no matter what...water, 
sewer, EMS, fire, police..." He added that the RCMP had 
their own plan in case of a pandemic as well. 

Critical and Vital departments include: Legislative 


Services, Corporate Services, Policing, Fire Protection, 
Municipal Emergency Management, EMS, Operations 
Department, Parks and Recreation, Cemetery. 

Though many of them also fall under necessary or 
desired services Sutherland said that many of those work¬ 
ing in the critical and vital departments could share jobs 
in case of a pandemic and that town departments are very 
important as part of the plan. 

“The town council is empowered as the elected body to 
declare a state of emergency... they can liaise with citi¬ 
zens...they can be really critical in an emergency to just 
assist in wherever they can...volunteer their time to help 
run the town as it were.” 

Sutherland said that in case of an emergency or pan¬ 
demic they could rely on town employees depending on 
their skill sets. “We keep an inventory list of all our 
staff.. it’s a skills inventory list.” As employees are hired 
they are asked to fill out this list, which is added to the list 
of employees who possess various skills that could aid in 
case of a pandemic. “So if there is someone who is CPR 
certified they could assist in driving the ambulance while 
the paramedic assists someone in the back.” 

Sutherland said that the plan was available to all resi¬ 
dents who are interested in taking a look at it but in case 
a pandemic occurs town residents would be notified 
through PSAs and through town council. 


Winter season makes for dicey roads

Didsbury drivers are being cautioned to stay vigilant 
when travelling the province’s highways this winter. 

The Alberta government is reminding residents to lx* safe, 
slow down and make smart decisions when commuting 
during the winter driving season, especially when snow¬ 
plows are deployed or when roads become icy or snow cov¬ 
ered. 

Trent Bancarz, spokesperson for Alberta Infrastructure 
and Transportation, says the majority of motor vehicle col¬ 
lisions occur during the months of December and January. 
Last year, there were 17,000 reported collLsioas province- 
wide in December and 14,500 in January. 

While most fatal collisions occurred in rural areas, four 
out of five collisions occurred in urban areas. 

Bancarz says that while Alberta has seen a large influx in 
population and vehicles over the past several years, the num¬ 
ber of fatalities and collisions has stayed relatively steady. 

The Alberta government has about 600 snowplows 
province-wide to tackle poor weather conditions, however 
Bancarz says they can’t always suppress what Mother 
Nature throws at them. 

Every year about 25 motorists will collide* with a snow¬ 
plow in Allierta, w ith all of those incidents l>eing complete¬ 
ly avoidable says Bancarz. 

“I think the point we try to emphasize is that all these hits 
are* preventable, there’s really no reason to hit a snowplow." 

Motorists an* asked to stay 30 to 50 metres bark from a 
plow to avoid lx*ing blinded by large clouds of snow that 
sometimes form behind the plows. Furthermore, plows arc 
sometimes requin*d to slow down or stop suddenly. 

“If you’ve ever followed l>ehind a plow sometimes they 
form a pretty good cloud behind them and we discourage 


people from driving into that cloud because the visibility is 
very poor,” says Bancarz. 

“Give our operators the time and room to get their jobs 
done. The plows do pull over once in a while to let traffic 
by.” 

Even on four-lane highways such as the QEI1, Bancarz 
recommends that motorists avoid passing tmeks due to the 
width of the plow’s blade. 

The province deploys plows based on reports they 
receive from maintenance contractors who constantly mon¬ 
itor highway conditions. However, “the rule of thumb for 
deploying a snowplow is three centimetres or more of snow 
that has fallen," says Bancarz. 

He notes that maintenance crews do their best to keep 
highways clear, however road closures do happen if condi¬ 
tions are deemed too dangerous to allow the public to con¬ 
tinue driving. 

“Our tendency Is not to close* highways if we don’t have to, 
(but) then* may be situations where you have no choice...” 

“What really Is a nightmare for us is when you get a set of 
circumstances where you may start out with rain and then 
you get a drastic temperature drop and the rain freezes and 
then it turns into snow, if that happens very quickly it gets 
very difficult because it (sticks) on the pavement and it gets 
icy very quickly." 

Bancarz recommends motorists keep an eye on posted 
speed limits and reduce their speed if conditions worsen. 

“The maximum speed limits on highways, they’re maxi- 
mums under ideal conditions. < ibviously, if then* is snow or 
ice on the road, just because the sign says you can go 100 
km/1) (doesn’t mean you should). People need to drive to the 
conditions.”

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Merchants schooled on theft

Loral chamber of commerce members were given a 
crash course last week on theft. 

Stephen Kennedy from the American Society for 
Industrial Security (AS1S), Chapter 162, spoke to mer¬ 
chants last Wednesday at the 5-0 Club about internal and 
external theft within a business. 

Kennedy advised those in attendance to not fool them¬ 
selves into thinking “because we 
reside in a small town we’re not going 
to be affected by crime.” 

Kennedy shared many stories 
throughout the night of various 
shoplifters he had encountered or 
heard of. He talked about shoppers 
who would line their carts with the 
low-end items and then fill the center 
with the high-end items that would go 
unnoticed. 

“1 worked at Woolco when 1 First 
started and I had a lady who had a lit¬ 
tle bassinet with a little baby in 
it...she had a whole bunch of batter¬ 
ies and would lift the baby up and 
shove the batteries under the baby. 

Kennedy indicated that the possibili¬ 
ties with thefts were endless. 

Kennedy educated those present 
about the difference between the two 
main types of theft - external and internal. 

External theft, such as shoplifting, was something 
Kennedy said all merchants would experience at some 
point in time whether it is a young person or a ‘husband 
or wife’ that came through the store. 

Other external theft Kennedy discussed was counter¬ 
feit currency, price switching, credit card and debit card 
fraud and refund ‘artists’. Kennedy said credit card and 
debit card fraud is one of the bigger issues currently. 

There are also different types of thieves, Kennedy 
explained. Motivational thieves are people who will take 
anything they can to turn it into a profit. Opportunist 
thieves operate more when the opportunity presents 
itself and resort to ‘nickel and dinting.’ 

Kennedy said that opportunists would “typically be 
closer to your geographic place of business...and tag 
your place of business often and take a small amount of 
product each time they get more and more brazen." 


More adults than youth are involved in theft, he said, 
especially when it comes to theft of grocery items, elec¬ 
tronics and high-end items. 

lie added that the best way to reduce theft is to remove 
the opportunity. Kennedy suggested offering customer 
service frequently to raise the level of awareness. 

“People want to avoid stuff or other customers. So they 
are looking down vacant aisles or going in back comers 
and wmit to be left alone after repeatedly being asked if 
there is something you can help them with," Kennedy 
said. 

He suggested being on the lookout 
for shoppers wearing big, bulky coats, 
the merchandise selected with no 
regard for price or the amount they 
have picked up. 

Kennedy suggested ways of shrink¬ 
ing the incidence of theft with tips on 
how to change up price ntarkdowns 
where price switching can be avoided. 

When it came to credit card fraud he 
suggested being aware of people com¬ 
ing through the till with ‘big ticket’ 
purchases and no concern for the 
amount that was being rung up and 
purchasing multiple items. 

“Be aware of where that card comes 
from.. .often we carry our cards in our 
wallet so if it comes from a pocket or 
if they return it in their pocket then be 
aware of that,” Kennedy said. 

Kennedy shared a story about temporary debit cards 
and how they could lead to thefts. 

A couple of young men started up accounts with coun¬ 
terfeit II). 

“They’d opened the account on Wednesday and on 
Thursday and Friday they loaded the bank machine with 
blank deposit envelopes so now their cash is up to 
$100,000...So now they started to go to electronic stores 
and ATMs and loaded up on that $100,000 and then they 
dashed." 

Ways of avoiding credit card ami debit card theft is to 
ask for ID, suggested Kennedy. 

Kennedy wanted to emphasize training front-end staff 
so all employees are aware of theft protection tech¬ 
niques. He cautioned merchants to on the lookout for 
internal theft opportunities and to not turn a blind eye. 
“At some point it's going to affect your ability to do busi¬ 
ness.”

Hollywood may be 2,600 kilometres 
away from central Alberta, but for two 
aspiring teens, it’s a trip well worth taking 
in the pursuit of stardom.

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Royal Purple’s district deputy pushes recruitment

The importance of recruiting new mem¬ 
bers was impressed upon Didsbury’s Royal 
Purple last week by a district official. 

Royal Purple District Deputy Linda Rush 
paid an official visit to the Didsbury chap¬ 
ter last Wednesday and spoke about volun¬ 
teer and member recruitment. 

Rush said one of her main goals is “to be 
kind of a cheerleader to get them to think 
about new members.” 

Rush said the age limit has gone down to 
14 for members to join. The average age of 
members currently is 65. 

“We're like most long-term 
groups...we’re aging, we aren’t getting any 
younger," Rush laughed. 

Rush said young people are just not join¬ 
ing. 

“The reasoning we get is that they say 
they are too busy,” said Honoured Royal 
Lady Karen Smith. “But then I say, ‘when I 
was raising my family 1 worked and 1 was 
just as busy as you are but I could still find 
time for myself and go and help in the 
community’.” 

Rush, who has been a member of Royal 
Purple for over 30 years, said the organiza¬ 
tion has found that younger people do not 
want a long-term commitment. 

Royal Purple’s main goal is to help out in 
the community where they are asked. 
They also help sick children, specifically 
between birth and 19 years of age. 

“We are strong supporters of the insti¬ 
tute for stuttering treatment and research 
(1STAR)," said Rush adding that they along 
with the Elks were one of the founding 
members. 


Rush said that because of their age most 
of the fundraising they do is through the 
casinos but they also put on bake sales, 
raffles and catering. 

Smith, who has been a member for over 
40 years, said that they were ‘recycling’ 
through many of the members when it 
came to working fundraisers; “you do tire 
out.” 

Rush hopes to target members through 
membership drives. She said that the 
hardest was to get a mindset change in 
younger people to become members. “1 
would rather see us target women and 
men between the ages of 30 and up 
because they are established in their 
careers...and to me that’s a time when 
they really need to start going outside of 
themselves and outside their 
families...but it’s really a slow process.” 

Smith said that all clubs and lodges were 
having similar problems in terms of volun¬ 
teer/member shortages. 

“1 just got a letter from the Olds 
Legion...and they are having a meeting on 
the 25th because ‘are we closing the legion 
or not’...because they’re in such a sad 
state.” 

Smith mentioned that they had received 
a letter from another club asking for a 
donation. “But if these parents don’t join 
these clubs we’re not going to be around 
to give donations within the 
community...it’s sad but it’s true...it’s 
dying out.” 

Smith added that even members of the 
Royal lYirple didn’t always show up for 
meetings. 

“We normally get 10 to 15 at the meet¬ 
ings...if we’re lucky,” she said. And it’s 
usually the same for volunteering. “It’s
